Williams ard J. Kennedy and publish- 
‘ed by the Peter Maurice Mus!e Co., 
Ltd; “Whistling in the Darts," com- 
posed and written by D, Suessce, and 
published by Campbell Connelly and 
Co, Lid; and “Did I Remember,” 
written and composed by W. Donald- 
son and published by the Sun Music 
Co., Ltd, : 

At the end of the case, His Lord- 
ship gave judgment, with costs, for 
plaintiifs, saylng there was no defence 
and never had been any. He awarded 
$25 damages for ench of the 10 in- 
fringements, ond olso granted the in- 
junction. 

Mr. Eldon Potter, 1.c., instructed 
by Mr. D. L. Strellett, of Geo, K. Hall 
Brutton and Co., appeared for the 
Society, and defendant was represent- 
ed by Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, on the 
Instructions of Mr, A. el Arculll. 


EVIDENCE ON COMMISSION 


Before opening his case, Mr. Potter 
enquired of Mr, Fitzroy If he would 
neeept the evidence on commission 


; and claiming damages for in- 


letter of March 12 and in foct us‘Inte 
ns May 22, these works were still 
performed by the band, 

In hilo interrogatories, defendant 
stated: I did not Instruct the band 
to play the picces, It was instruct- 
ed by me to play good music, cach to 
last three minutes. I have not known 
at any time that it played “Red- 
satls in the Sunset” or other works. 

Commenting on this, Counsel said 
that defendant's Ignorance of ‘the 
works was of no relevance ot all. If 
he employed oa band to play music or 
instructed them to play music, he 
was responsible for what it played. 
In oa case of this kind, tt was not 
sufMicient for the defence to plead 
Ignorance. 


PLAYED FROM MEMORY 


On April 2, Mr. Potter went on, 
Mr. Arculil admitted that a member 
of the band had told him the works 
were played in November but only 
from memory nnd not from score- 
sheets. Plaintiffs wrote back on 
April 12, requesting the man to be 
questioned, but recelved o negative 
reply stating that he could not re— 
member the exact date. 


recelved from England by Mr, E. P. 
H. Lang, the Registrar. . 

Mr, Fitzroy replied tn the affirma- 
tive, and Mr, Potter then opened his 
ease by describing the action as un- 
usual, The Society, he said, was 
Mmited_ by guarantee, and registered 
under English acts and focal ordin- 
ances, Mr, Strellet was the attorney 
in Hongkong for the Society, the 
membership of which was composed 
of authors, publishers and composcrs 
of Hiterary and dramatic works. The 
sole object of the Society was 10 pro~ 
tect the Interests of these people, 
The method whereby this object was 
obtnined wos that these persons 
should) become members of the 
Socicty and nssigned to It the rights 
of their particular works. 

As a result of this, the Socicty tools 
steps to protect their Interests by pre- 
venting infringements, by granting 
licences to performers and by collect- 
Ing Mcence fees, which were dis- 
tributed among the members in the 
proportion to which they were 
entitled. Actually, this task, which 
was of immense {mportnnee to the 
members, required a very extensive 
organisation ns it was quite obvious 
that the composers could not keep 
track of the use of their worls. 


AUTHOR'S SOLE RIGHT 
TO PERFORM 


Dealing with the legal aspect of 
the case, Counsel said that the Copy- 
right Act of. 1911 was enforced in 
Hongkong by virtue of n proclama- 
tion issued by the Governor in July, 
1912, Under the act, the sole right 
to perform was vested in the author, 
and consequently any person per- 
forming. without his consent com; 
mitted an infringement. The first 
of the musical works in question was 
an English composition ond the other 
two American, but: the: latter could 


“Unhappily,” commented Counsel, 

“this man had been stricken with a 
sad lapse of memory for although 
he could remember playing the 
pieces in November, he could not, for 
the life of him, remember them hav- 
ing been played in December, January 
or February, Nevertheless, by this 
defendant admitted infringement, 
and if thls could be established to 
his Lordship’s satisfaction, Mr. Pot- 
ter sald he would submit there was 
no defence at all. 
“We will disprove the plea of 
ignorance by the evidence of a wit- 
ness, but even if he were not avall- 
able, there jg no defence at all, be- 
cause it has been laid down by the 
Court of Appeal that if you employ 
® performer and even if you don't 
know what he is going to perform, 
you are nevertheless responsible for 
the performance. For these reasons 
I submit we ure entitled to such 
damages as your Lordship think 
sullable and an injunction.” 


MR. STRELLET GIVES 
EVIDENCE 


Giving evidence, Mr, Strellett 
stated that the local branch of the 
Society was formed In June, 1935 
and he was appointed attorney and 
agent, with power to grant and issu¢ 
Heences for performance of works, 
the copyright: of which was vested 
in it. No application for Ncence had 
been received from defendant, 

From 10935 to October, 1937, he 
employed Mr. Ramon Castro to make 
enquiries into any possible infringe- 
ment, ond to collect fees, 

Witness then referred to the letters 
mentioned by Counsel and said that 
no reply to any of them had becn re- 
celved. Before attempting to take 
out the commission, he delivered to 
defendant's solicitor a voluminous 
document asking him to admit cer- 
tain facts, but he received no answer, 


acquire copyright under_the Act if 
they were published In England and 
America in a period not exceeding 14 
days of one another. 

The evidence on commission, con- 
tinued Counsel, would give a history 
of the pieces and would establish 
that no permission had been granted 
4o defendant. Further, evidence 
would be adduced to show that these 
works had been performed by de- 
fondant, who hud caused the Society 
to go to considerable expense and 
trouble in’ getting the commission, 
by his refusal to answer a volumin- 
ous document, asking him to: admit 
certain facts, 

Defendant had ndmitted in an aM- 
davit that he was the proprietor and 
licencee of the Lido Dancing 
Academy. Plaintiffs’ would prove, 
which was denicd in tha state- 
ment of defence, that between 
January 81, 1037 and Wh 
10, 1937 these three works. were 
‘performed by. the band of the 
Academy time after time. Further, 
plaintiffs would: establish that even 
ng Jato ns May, atleast two of these 
-pleees were played after letters had 
been sent to defendant ond proceed- 
ings started.” © 


PLEADS IGNORANCE

Ramon Castro, In evidence, sald 
that up till October Jast year, he had 
been cmployed by Messrs. G. K, 
Hall-Brutton ond Company, and ag 
assistant to Mr. Strellett, He was 
now ao gencral broker. He recelved 
certain instruction from Mr, Strellett 
to’ make = enquirics about music 
played In various places. He had 
known defendant for several years. 

On January 29, 1937, witness wrote 
defendant a Ietter on Mr, Strelictt's 
dictation, and similar ietters were 
sent to the proprictors of other dan- 
cing academics. Prior to this, wit- 
ness had discussed the activities of 
the plaintiff? company with defendant. 
He had also sent an application form 
to defendant, ond later saw him and 
explained it to him, 


On Instructions, witness went to 
the Lido Dancing Acodemy about 11 
p.m. on January 31, 1937. Defendant 
Wes present. He stayed ot the Lido 
for an hour and'a half, and during 
that tlme heard the three pieces 
being played at least twice each. He 
handed his notes to Mr. Strellett the 
next day, 

On February 8, witness visited the 
Lido again, where the three tunes 
were again played. They were also 
heard in a subsequent visit on Feb- 
ruary 15, and on February 22, 
“Redsails in the Sunset," and “Did I 
Remember?" were played, These 
two pieces were also played on March 
3, and on March 10, und he heard all 
three, Witness said he identified 
the three compositions with those 
mentioned In the evidence taken In 
the Commlssion. 


DID NOT KNOW IF RIGHTS 
WERE RESERVED 


Cross-cxarmined by Mr. Fitzroy, 
witness said he had.seen the three 
pieces displayed for sale in the 
Colony. He did not notice If there 
wis anything off those pleces of 
music suggesting that their rights 
were reserved. There were no 
records of the names of the tunes In 
the office. 

Part of his duties were to po around 
dance halls, and he agreed that it 
was common for people to ask for 
certain pieces of music to be pinyed. 
Witness himself never made ‘any 
such request. Witness had seen the 
band playing from sheet music. He 
could not say If the bund leader sup~ 
plicd bands to other dance halls. 

Applications for ,Hcences enme 
through his hands, and there were 
about 10 such applications between 
January and March from hotels, 
¢inemas, private institutions and a 
‘few dance halls to which witness had 
been. Witness said he was an 
Amateur musician and knew most of 
the tunes played in dance halls, 
Besides the three compositions com- 
plained of, he reported several other 
tunes to Mr, Strellett. 

» A. R, Ismall, clerk employed b 
Messrs. G. K. Hall Brutton, said that 
on May 22, he went to the Lido 
Dancing Academy nbout 10.30 p.m. 
Defendant was present, and during 
the evening, “Redsalls in the Sunset,” 
and “Whistling in the Dark,” were 
played, 

Replying to Mr. Fitzroy, witness 
sald he went to the Lido on instruc- 
tlons. Witness was not a rousician, 
but he knew the tunes, Witness 
reported to Mr. Strelictt on the 
following Monday. 

At this: point, Mr. Potter remarked 
that Ilcences were issued + by the 
Soclety to hotels, cinemas, Z.B.W,, 
and certain dance halls, : 

Tho case for the plaintiff! closed, 
after Mr, Potter had made references

THE DEFENCE 


Opening the defence, Mr. Fitzroy 
sald that the pieces of music were 
played by the band leader who wan 
an Independent contractor.

The sole clash of factions was at 
Troppau, where one person was 
wounded ond several others hurt be- 
fore police intervened.—United Press 

Police Fight Germans 

In Czech City 
: Prague, May 2. 

The May Day celebrations Rela in 
several Sudeten German communitics 
were vetoed by the Czech authorities, 
Scrlous incidents occurred on Satur- 
day night in Troppau where the pollce 
proceeded with rubber batons against 
German crowds, injuring many and 
dangerously Injuring ‘the lawyer, 
Dr. Hampel Zottlg, who had to be 
taken to hospital. 

On Sunday morning the police 
intervened again.- Deputy Kuenze) 
of the Sudetic German Party handed 
in a complaint yesterday to the 
Minister of Interior ~ protesting 
against the assoults by the pollee and 
demanding the immediate dismtssal 
of the chief of police in Troppau. 

Reports from Jacgerndort yesterday 
evening state that 10,000 Sudeten 
Germans held a celebration there, 
but although Czcchs staged a counter- 
demonstration demanding'a “Czecho- 
Slovakian Jacgerndorf” no incidents 
occurred. 

In Budwels o large crowd of Czech 
people gathered outside “the German 
House”, where about 2,000 Sudeten 
Germans held a meeting yesterday 
evening. The police, however, 
managed to disperse the crowd.—

His Excellency the Governor 
urrived at noon and Herr Glpperich 
shortly afterwards proposed the toast 
of King George Vi in the following 
words: 


CONSUL SPEAKS 


“It is my privilege and very plea- 
sant duty to thank you on, behalf of 
myself and of the whole German 
community of Hongkong for the 
honour you have done us by coming 
here to-day in order to join us in 
the celebrntion of our National Day. 
To our National Day we have given 
the name “Der Tag der Nationalen 
Arbeit" and therefore our thoughts 
to-day turn to the work of the 
nalon, to the work accomplished and 
to the work that has yet to be done. 
With « feeling of extreme gratifica- 
lion, the German natlon Jooks back 
to-day on na perlod of penceful pro- 
gress of its worl In many fields. In 
a world full of economic and political 
strife and turmoil, Germany hos 
proved to be an {sland of peace, 
where the sclentife, the Industrial 
and the agricultural worker has been 
able to obtain satisfactory results for 
his own and the nation’s benefit. In 
Hongkong, the German commercial 
community feels happy to have had 
the opportunity to contribute its 
modest share towards the 'Improve- 
ment of the Colony's forcign trade. 
The Germans in the Colony owe a 
debt of gratitude to the lecal Gov- 
ernment for making it possible for 
them to continue their work undis- 
turbed by the conflict in thes Far 
East. We feel particularly grateful 
lo the authorities for the help and 
assistance so ungrudgingly given to 
those Germans, most of them women 
and children, who have had to Jeave 
Shanghal and other places in China 
since the outbrenk of hostilities there. 
As Germany no longer possesses a 
place of her own tn Asia, a certain 
number of German refugees came to 
Hongkong, where they found security 
and Kind help, 


HOPES FOR IMPROVEMENT 


Considering the excellent oMciat 
and private relations that happily 
exist tn thia colony between British 
and German nationals, it is the fer~ 
vent wish af myself and of every 
German here that the same frank 
and cordial relations should deve- 
lop between our respective Govern- 
ments In London and in Berlin. More 
than once IT have envied my consular 
Colleagues, when they said in their 
addresses on their National Days 
that the relations between their 
governments and the British were so 
excellent that they could not be 
Improved upon. To be honest, 1 
must admit that 1 find considerable 
room for improvement of the oMclal 
Anglo-German relations in Europe. 
I belleve, however, that good pro- 
gress has been made recently in an 
unostentatious way In the right 
direction and I have every hope that 
these efforts will lead to the re- 
establishment of a firm friendship 
between the two Germanic nations. 
My visit to London about a year ago 
filled me with a good deal of op- 
timism in that respect. When I was 
on home leave lost year, [ decided 
to follow the tracks of our common 
forefathers the Anglo-Saxons, and 
set sall for England, taking my wife 
and my son with me. You will 
please-excuse this poetical, or rather 
oratorical Iicence: There $s very 
little sali nowadays on a Channel 
bont, and those tribes of the Anglo- 
Saxons that went over to England 
embarked—as you all know—at 
places somewhat North of Hamburg 
and landed in England wel) South 
of Harwich, And my voyage across 
the German Ocean wns not a 
herole affair at all, 1 had no 
particular aim In going and 
certainly do not claim that I did 
“discover the English.’ 1 shall, 
therefore, not try to emulnte that 
witty French Indy who wrote a de- 
lighiful book on the subject “I dis- 
cover the English.” But nevertheless 
IT mnde a few pleasing and, to me, 
valuable discoveries. . 


“Amon other things 1 discovered 
that these noisy political scare- 
mongers, whose shrill volecs penetrate 
as fur as Hongkong, are not represcn- 
tative of the British nation, The 
anti-German propaganda, of which 
we see so much, js not rooted in 
the hearts of the Britlsh people, but 
is on artificial product of doubtful 
origin, I had occasion to speak toa 
considerable number of Englishmen 
in London Inst year and everywhere 
I found the same honcst desire for 
n good and lasting understanding 
between the. two natfons. I visited 
ww number of old friends who have 
children of about -the ‘same: age as 
my own, and In everyone of these 
familics 1 found that at lenst one of 
the children was at the time or had 
been recently, in ‘Germany and I 
have yet to meet that English boy or 
girl who did not return_to England: 
astaunch friend of the new Germany. 


GROWTH OF FRIENDSHIP 


“The number of German youths 
visiting Britain may/be even greater, 
and.there cun- be no doubt about 
thelr friendship. and sometimes 
enthusiasm for thelr cousins: across 
the sea. ‘ Where our‘ own ‘gencration 
may have failed; we can-trust to tho 
rising generation to bring- about that 


understanding. ond friendships - be-.'.

This optimism which I brought -back 
from London Inst year does not blind 
me to the difficulties which lie before 
us. Iam fully aware of the obstacles 
to be overcome and the misunder- 
nestly desired by every German and 
—from my personal experience in 
London and in Hongkong I venture to 
standings to be removed. There will 
niwnys be a certain difference of out- 
look between the wealthy owner of a 
palatial manor-house with wide open 
‘spaces all round, living, to quote un 
English poct, the lordilest Ife on 
earth, and his poorer cousin who 
lives In an over-crowded «partment 
house with the filmslest of walls 
separating him from his neighbours, 
and unobdie to find a place to put his 
geranium pot! Elther will be Inclin- 
ed to reproach the other that he docs 
not behave as he ought to. But a 
better mutual acquaintance Js sure 
to remove much prejudice on either 
side. 

The Anglo-German naval agree- 
ment, by which Germany Umited the 
strength of her Navy at 35 per cent. 
of the strength of the Britlsh Navy, 
which means about 10 to 20 per cent, 
of a probable combination against 
her ¢ carly shows that the German 
nation particularly wants to live In 
peace and friendship with the 
British nation, which consists largely 
of Anglo-Saxon, that j{s, Northern 
German, stock. 

“But there are many stronger and 
more recent tiles which*bind the two 
nations together than the Anglo- 
Saxon invasion 1,500 years ago. 
Above all I have in mind the British 
Royal ftlouse. The unflinching and 
unquestioned loyalty of the British 
nation to thelr Royal House is a fact 
which is sure to impress every visitor 
to England as it impressed me. 
Originating in Germany, the kings of 
the present dynasty have for a num- 
ber of generations always chosen 
their queens from among the German 
princesses. The close relations 
which were thus established between 
the British kings and the Iand of 
thelr ancestors permit the Germans 
to share with Britons ali over the 
world the respect and csteem in 
which they hold thelr monarch. It 
4s therefore with great pleasure that 
T ask you to rafse your glasses and 
drink to the health of His Majcsty 
King George VI. 

The toast was taken with acclama- 


tion. 
GOVERNOR SPEAKS 


In reply, the Governor said: ‘Herr 
Glpperich, Your Excellencies, Your 
Honours, Ladles and Gentlemen. 

“I have to thank you, Herr- 
Consul-General, on behalf of the 
British people who are here enjoy- 
Ing your kind hospitality, for your 
courtesy in proposingg the health of 
His Majesty our King and to express 
our high appreciation of the friendly 
and sincere terms in which you per- 
formed that graceful act. 

“I feel sure that there is no Bri- 
tish subject here to-day who does 
not reciprocate heartily the thoughts 
which you have put into words or 
who is not at one with you in the 
hope that the relations between Ger- 
many and Engkind ‘Will steadily, im- 
prove. What you, during your’ re- 
eent visit to England, felt wos the 
real attitude of the British townrds 
your grent nation wns, I am sure, no 
iluslon on your part, I can say, out 
of a Jong and varied experience In 
many parts of the British Empire, 
that the British very genuinely want 
to be friends with the German people. 
To us, us to you, the tragedy which 
1014 brought Into our lives is an un- 
happy memory: to you as to us the 
important thing to-day is the repair 
of the long-standing friendship thnt 
was broken in that hour.

Counter - Offensive On 
Thinly - Held Lines 
Shake Weary Japanese 


Hsuchow, May 2. 


Competent military observers, commenting on the 
war situation in south Shantung, believe that the 
Japanese forces, kept-constantly in check by the stubborn 


Chinese defence, are facing 


another debacle. 


It is pointed out that despite their repeated attempts 
to break through the Chinese defence, extending over 
100 kilometres in a zigzag line, first on the south-east 


of Taierchwang and then at 


Pihsien and Tancheng, the 


Chinese hold out with growing confidence. 


For a time the situation in the vicinity of Pihsien and 
Tancheng took a critical turn, but the ability of the 
Chinese command and the gallantry of the soldiers 
eventually turned the fortunes of war in their favour: 
Anxious moments for the fate of the Lunghai line at any 


point are now believed over. 


The terrific strain of the continuous 
struggle, it is believed, has exerted a 
telling effect on the tired Japancse 
forces. whose total strength is 
estimated at lesa than 40,000. A 
sweeping general offensive on vital 
points along the thinly held Japanese 
‘ine will spell new disaster for the 
invaders. 

The Chinese high command, it is 
stated, has now completed the distri- 
bution of {ts forecs and the Initin- 
tive is being taken from the Jnpanese. 

The Japanese attack, it is stated, 
was brought to an abrupt halt when 
the Chinese army launched ao deter 
mined counter-offensiva south-west 
of Tancheng on the evening of April 


28, 

Throughout April 30 and May 1,’ 
the Japanese have been unable 
break the stalemate which has proved 
most costly to them.—Central News. 


Heavy Japanese Losses 


Hsuchow, May 2. 

.: Twenty-four... hours’ — continuous 
bloody combat between Chinese and 
Japanese forces in the vicinity of 
Yuanchwan, north of Pihsicn yester- 
day and the night before, nus resuit- 
ed in heavy losses for:the Japancsc.

The first train from Shihchia- 
chuang for three days arrived to-day 
at 5.30 p.m, Passengers and trainmen 
reported that the Peiping-Hankow 
line was torn up Iike it was In the 
famous week of carly February. 


They said that the rails had been 
removed In over 20 places, and that 
every important bridge on the linc 
was damaged to some extent, 

All this damage is apparently the 
result of lightning and concentrated 
attacks at every vital point from 
Changhsintien to Shihchiachuan, on 
the evening of April 28, : 

The pnssengers reported that 
sporadic skirmishing was _ still 
continuing in many places. They 
report they saw parts of a demolished 
Japanese armoured train three miles 
north of Chochow. 

The passengers marvelled at the 
efficiency and speed of the Japanese 
repair gangs, considering the extent 
of the repairs necessitated, They said 
that the bridges were in no way 
completely demolished, apparently

made England the laughing 
stock of most of the world-—cer- 
tainly of the Continent, which 
derived unlimited amusement 
from the fantastic anomalies of 
the  ante-dated restrictions. 
A.R.P.’ are scarcely likely to go 
down ‘to posterity in a similar 
manner. The letters mean much 
more than government curtail- 
ment of social life, which was 
the chief effect of D.O.R.A. They 
mean, if our government and its 
technical advisers are right, the 
difference between life and 
death. This can never be a 
laughing matter, and only the 
complete failure of Air Raid Pre- 
cautions can place them in the 
category of ridicule which be- 
came the legacy of the Defence 
of the Realm Act. 

The drawback about A.R.P, is 
that they lack logic, like 
D.O.R.A., and their acceptance 
by the public therefore very 
largely depends on concentrated 
propaganda; the type of pro- 
paganda which ‘simply drives 
the public into acquiescence, It 
has scemed. essential for the 
propagandists’ to indulge in 
“frightening” tactics. 

Fundamentally there is no 
contesting the’ sense of doing 
what one can to protect against 
the threat of death, particular- 
ly as in this case wholesale 
slaughter fs kely to be involved. 
What can be questioned are the 
methods of such protection, and 
it is here. that opponents of 
A.R.P., as they have been

Competent military observers, commenting ‘on the

believe that the 


Japanese forces, kept constantly in check by the stubborn 
Chinese defence, are facing another debacle. 

It is pointed out that despite their repeated attempts 
to break through the Chinese defence, extending over 
100 kilometres in a zigzag line, first on the south-east 


of Taierchwang and then at 


Pihsien and Tancheng, the 


Chinese hold out with growing confidence. 

For a time the situation in the vicinity of Pihsien and 
Tancheng took a -eritical turn, but the ability of the 
Chinese command and the gallantry of thé soldiers 
eventually turned the fortunes of war in their favour. 
Anxious moments for the fate of the Lunghai line at any 


point are now believed over. 


The terrific strain of the continuous 
struggle, it is belleved, has exerted a 
telling effect on the tired Japanese 
forees. whose total strength Js 
estlmated at. less thin 40,000, A 
sweeping gencral offensive on vital 
points along the thinly held Japancse 
line will spell-new disnster for the 
invaders. 


The Chinese high command, it ts 
stated, has now completed the distri- 
butlon of {ts forces and the Initia~ 
tive Ip being taken from the Japanese. 

The Japanese attack, it Js stated, 


was brought to an abrupt halt when 
the Chinese army Inunched a deter- 
mined counter-offensive south-west 
ot Tancheng on the evening of April 
8. 


Throughout April 30 and May 1, 
the Japanese have been unable to 
break the stalemate which has proved 
most costly to them.—Central News.

Lines East Of 
Taierchwang 


ae Shanghal, May 1, 

~Observers are of the opinion that 
Matouthen will be the sceno of the 
most bitter Aghting in the next few 
days. The Chinese forees drove a 
wedge through the Japanese Ines 
east of Toferchwang and: captured 
Matien and Chaho,. two villages, 
thereby ensing the Japanese pressure 
on Pihsien, but {t Ja understood that 
the Japanese are launching a counter- 
attack and trying to recover the lost 
ground. 

The Jopanese forces on the front 
between Hanchwang and = Taler- 
chwang are hastily building defence 
works in anticipation of a Chincse 
drive northward along the railway. 
Meanwhile the Japanese forees in 
western Shantung have resumed the 
offensive and have enptured Nan- 
yangchen, a township on the shore of 
Nanyang Lake about 30 kllometres 
south of Tsinging, | 

Large concentrations - of Japancse 
troops are reported at Pengpu, and 
Kwalyuon on the Ticntsin-Pukow, 
Railway south of Hsuchowfu, appar- 
ently in preparation for a northward 
drive in the near future in order to 
support the Japanese drive In South 
Shantung. 

A Chinese military communique 
announced that Chinese troops on 
Friday captured Siyang, 40 Kitometres 
south-west of Ponal on the north 
bank of the Yellow River. Japancac 
troops retreated in  north-casterly 
direction,  Ponal Js the ‘western 
terminus of the Taoching roflway.— 
Reuter, 

JAPANESE SUCCESS 
Hsuchow, May 1. 

Tancheng hag been taken ogain by 
the Japanese, according to Informa- 
tlon from the Chinese ficld head- 
quarters. 

Three columns of Chinese troops 
broke into the town and recaptured 
it on Friday afterncon. But later 
heavy Japanese reinforcements arriv- 
ed and launched a fierce , copnter~ 
offensive, 

By order of tho Chinese command 
the Chinese troops withdrew from 
the town. With the arrival of frésh 
Chinese troops they are now again 
closing in on the town. 

Intensive fighting meanwhile is 
proceeding at Matouchen, 10. kilo. 
metres north-west of Tancheng, 
which Js believed to hold the key to 
the Tancheng situation. 

Chanchwang, o point south-west of 
Tancheng, was cleared of Japancec 
troops yesterday morning after a 
flerce engagement started | on’ the 
previous morning. Bringing their 
artiiery Into action, the Japancse 
heavily bombarded the Chinese posi- 
tions, but the Chinese defenders 
stubbornly held thelr ground. In a 
counter-offenslve the Chinese Inter 
drove the Japanese away and recap- 
tured the place. Some 150 Japancse 
corpses were counted on the battle- 
field. . ; 3 

The Japanese at Tingchinchiao and 
Taichwang soulh-west of Yihsicn 
lnunched several attacks on the 
Chinese positions at Yaowangmliao, 
ond Lichlayu, south-cast of Taler- 
chwang, yesterday ond the dny be- 
fore but failed to dislodge the 
-Chincse, 

The Japanese have repaired - the 
damaged railway track between Vih- 
sien and Tsnochwang and resumed 
military transport on the Hine. 

There has been no change In the 
situation nat Pihsien. Fighting has 
been going on in the Inst two days at 
Huplshan, a strategic hill north of 
Pihsien. ‘The Chinese troops  cap- 
tured a large quantity of Japanese 
arms. These include two field pieces,

Shanghal's lively “hotel centre” to- 
night took the oppenrance of a dend 
elty ns Shanghal Municipal Police, 
co-opernting with the Japanese Gen- 
dgarmerle, roped off a wide areca 
around the Sun Sun Department 
Store on Nanking Road following an 
«abortive. attempt. by on unidentified 
ferrorist to blow up a motor. lorry 
carrying Jupanese marines, — 

Five Chinese pedestrians and one 
Chinese ' constable were wounded 
when n-hand-grennde, intended for 
a passing Japancse naval lorry, ex- 
ploded on the pavement at 6,15 
o'clock this evening near the inter- 
section of Nanking and Kwangse 
Roads. A cordon of police was im~ 
mediately thrown around the dis- 
trict, as the authorities were on the 
alert because of May Day. 

Under a proclamntion, issued by the 
Shanghal Municipal Council, persons 
engaging !n activities against foreign 
forces statloned in Shanghai will be 
handed over to the military authori- 
ties of the nation involved upon ap- 
prehension, 3 

The hand grenade, cye witnesses 
suid, was thrown at the passing lorry 
from the Sun Sun building. Located 
in this building are a hotel, a Chinese 
theatre and amusement centre with o 
roof garden and a dance-hall. 

The motor-lorry contained Japan- 
ese marines procecding to various 
Japanese mills within the Interna- 
tional Settlement defence perimeter 
where they are garrisoned, Nonc. of 
the occupants of the truck was hurt. 

The Sun Sun bullding, together 
with the Wing On Department Store 
building, form the hub of Shanghal’s 
native night Ilfe in the International 
Settlement.—Domel. 


FIXED BAYONETS 


A detachment of Japanese military 
police with bayonets fixed took 
virtual possession this evening of a 
stretch of Nanking Road lying be- 
tween Sincero’s and Yu- Ya Ching, 
formerly Thibet Road, in the very 
heart of the Settlement, following the 
throwing of the hand grenade, adds 


Reuter. 


Some 10 or 11 Chinese were injur- 
ed when tho missile exploded, but 
there ‘were no Japanese casualtics. 

Shortly afterwards a detachment 
of Japanese soldiers arrived on the 
scene, cleared a stretch of several 
hundred yards and allowed no pedes~ 
trians or rickshaws to pass, Buses 
and motor cars, however, were allow- 
ed through the cordoned area, 

‘The police have been conducting 
inquiries, but-so far they have not 
found any trace of the miscreant. 

A large crowd of curlous sightseers 
collected at the points outside the 
“occupied area” and much excite- 
ment prevailed. It is not yct known 
when the Japanese will be with- 
drawn. 


MORE BOMBS THROWN

Two cigarette-tin bombs, apparent- 
ly intended for the offices of Wil- 
liam Hunt and Company (who re- 
cently took over -the China Mer- 
chants Steamship Co.), were thrown 
at the corner of Foochow Rond_ and 
the Bund this morning by two Chin- 
ese.

NE of the chief curiosities of 
Europe's complex network of 
International transportation js, the 
{mportance, In the alr, of that tiny 
country, which we obduratcly con- 
tinue to call Holland despite its own 
efforts to popularise the name Nether- 
lands. 

Holland was ou notable plonceer In 
commercial fiying and its KLM. 
(Koninklijke Luchtvanrt Maatscha- 
piJ) Is now. the unquestioned dean of 
the world's alr companics, having 
been organised the year after the 
Armistice, Its central booking office 
in the Leidscheplein of Amsterdam 
fs the oldest In the world and its 
chief airport, Schiphol, is definitely 
better equipped than any other on 
this nir-minded planet, 

One cannot fail to be impressed 
by the viston, courage and tenacity 
which have given to a Liliputian 
country, largely wrested from ‘the 
North Sea, a virtual alr cquality with 
the great powers which surround it. 

Last summer, following a preced- 
ent established in carller travels, . 1 
leaped into the alr on Holland's 
wings at a place called on my ticket 
Weenen, and flew many hundreds of 
miles in central and northern Europe, 
Weenen, as you have guessed, Is 
Vienna (all grent citics submitting to 
several ollases in the world’s langu- 
age patchwork).

E Americans, who need seventeen 

hours to cross our own vast coun~ 
try by alr, are always amazed at the 
compuctness of Europe amazed also 
that its varfous countries, bristling 
ominously in the headlines of the
